TRAINING IS REVIVED 
CHARGE OF PROGRAM 


AT FT. SAM HOUSTON 
BRYAN ROTARY CLUB 


I By A ssociated Press) 
Fort Sam H ouston, T exas, June 9. 
— The governm ent’s “loan" to its cit­ 
izens in the shape o f free m ilitary 
train in g at the forthcom ing citizen’s 
trainin g cam ps prom ises to be several 
hundred per cent oversubscribed. This 
fa st is seen, according to Colonel Jos­ 
eph F . Gohn, charge of citizen s’ m il­ 
itary train in g cam p activities in the 
eighth corps area, in the large number 
o f applications which literally have 
sw am ped headquarters here. 
The tw o citizens 
cam ps 
in 
the 
eigh th corps- area— at Camp T ravis, 
T exas, and F ort L ogan, Colorado— 
can accom m odate only 1,200 men this 
year. 
O f these the T exas cantonm ent 
w ill care for 200, 
w hile 
the 
F ort 
Logan school is to train 400 citizens. 
The $900,000 appropriation granted 
by con gress, it w as pointed out, gives 
only the sum o f $100,000 to each of the 
nine corps area of the country, per­ 
m ittin g roughly of the training of 
12,000 m en during the sum m er of 
1921. 
It is estim ated that the total 
cost to the governm ent of training 
each citizen for the thirty-day period 
w ill be $95, which includes clothing, 
arm s, am m unition, food, m edical at­ 
tention and travel to and from their 
hom es at the rate o f 5 cen ts per m ile. 
The latter item . Colonel Gohn said, is 
the only variable one in the list, it 
being calculated that approxim ately 
$17.50 o f the $95 estim ate w ill go for 
travel alone. 
A t Camp T ravis the citizen rookies 
will live in the barracks recently oc­ 
cupied by the activities o f the Recruit 
Educational Center, 
in 
which 
the 
peacetim e second division educational 
program had its inception. 
A t first 
it w as planned to put the citizen sol­ 
diers under can vass, but because of 
the heat th is tentative plan w as aban­ 
doned in favor o f wooden barracks. 
The regular barracks w ill be used at 
Fort Logan also, clim atic conditions 
in Colorado m aking these m ore com ­ 
fortable than 
the 
regu lation arm y 
tents. 
The personnel o f the R ecruit 
E ducational Center largely is to be 
com m andeered for the citizen s’ m ili­ 
tary’ train ing period at Camp T ravis, 
but in addition thereto w ill be added 
a sta ff of about tw en ty officers, ju st 
graduated from the arm y’s infantry 
school at Camp Benning*, 
G eorgia. 
A t Fort Logan the instruction is to 
be given by officers chosen to conduct 
th* R. O. T. C. there from June 16 to 
July 27, but like the Camp T ravis 
organization, a num ber of graduates 
of the Camp B ennings infantry school 
are to be utilized in addition. 
Only one course of instruction— the 
“red” course— is to be provided in this 
year’s citizens train in g cam ps, a c­ 
cording to Colonel Gohn. 
This quali­ 
fies graduates for enlistm ent in the 
organized reserve and is the basic 
training for an infantry’ recruit. N ext 
year it is hoped to give 
both 
the 
“w h ite’* and “blue" courses, the form ­ 
er of which qu alifies graduates for 
the non-ocm m issioned grades in the 
reserve and the latter fittin g men for 
com m issions in the grade o f second 
lieutenant in the reserve. 
N o ob liga­ 
tion is entoiled to the citizen, Colonel 
Gohn said. 
They are not even requir­ 
ed to becom e a part of the reserve 
upon the com pletion of their course. 
The only stipulation is that the men 
“soldier’’ during their thirty days of 
trainin g, observe 
the 
rules o f th e 
cam p, perform their duties as do m en 
of the regular arm y and earn estly 
seek to get all o f the benefits accruing 
from the four w’eeks period of outdoor 
life.

The three men were returning to the city from the Country 
Club in the car of Henry J. Ryan, of Indianapolis, national di­ 
rector of Legion’s Americanism commission. Ryan and Milton J. 
Foreman, of Chicago, who also were in the car, were injured. 
The car failed to make a slight turn in the road and ran over the 
curbing across sidewalk and turned over several times landing at 
the foot of the twenty foot embankment. 
All three men were 
thrown clear of the car as they went down but Mr. Galbraith suf­ 
fered a fractured skull and died enroute to a hospital.

Pie Counters Are To Be 
Cleared Of Democrats 


(Special to the Bryan Eagle) 
Philadelphia. June 9.- The Harding administration, and the 
leaders of Congress, have decided upon a deliuite policy relating 
to the distribution of Federal patronage. 
I'hat policy is based 
upon the general principle that federal offices belong to the 
party in power, not to individuals. Therefore, it has been 
-i toed 
that the tenure of Democratic occupants of Federal offices shall 
be limited to eight years, that period during which the Demo­ 
cratic party was in power. 
Announcement ut this policy vs as 
made last night, by Senator Penrose, chairman of the finance 
committee of the senate. 
Senator Penrose explained that under the new policy, otii- 
cials who were appointed late in the Wilson administration to 
offices, which previously had been filled by Democrats, are like­ 
ly to have their successors appointed in a short time. Under the 
new' plan, no consideration will be given the tact that various of­ 
ficials were appointed to particular office, during the years of 
Democratic control. 
The plan contemplates the appointment of 
Republicans to all offices, which were filled by Democrats for 
eight years. 
“The plan,*' said the senator, “should clarify the atmosphere 
surrounding Federal appointments.” 
Unquestionably the plait 
will ease the minds of hundreds of office seekers, who anxiously 
have been awaiting; some information of the administration s pol­ 
icy in respect to offices held by Democrats, particularly those in­ 
cumbents who were appointed and confirmed in the closing 
months of the Wilson administration.

No Movie Censorship 
Legislation Is Passed 


(By Associated Press) 
Chicago, June 9.—Not a single “movie’’ censorship act has 
been passed by thirteen middle-western states, it is shown in a 
poll just completed, in spite of all the agitation for the passage 
of such measures on the part of civic legislative bodies. A welter 
of such legislation has been proposed. 
Some has merely been 
introduced. Some has passed one house. Some has even gotten 
a favorable hearing in the committee room of one house after 
liaring successfully run the gauntlet of opposition in the other. 
But always something has intervened to present its enactment 
into a law’. 
A typical case is that of Missouri. A bill to create a board of 
censorship of three members, one a woman, at a salary of I?,OOO 
yearly wach, was passed, after a stormy debate, by the lower 
house at the last legislative session. 
For some reason or other 
the bill was late in leaving the house. 
The senate committee 
took its full ten days, as entitled by law, in deliberating upon it. 
The result was that despite the strenuous efforts of its friends to 
get the bill on the calendar, it died in the committee room. This 
bill provided for a fee of $2 to be levied on the film manufacturer 
tor each 1.200 feet of film censored. 
Had it passed, the normal 
circulation of films in Missouri would have been cut dow’n by ap­ 
proximately 20 per cent, its sponsors say. 
Indiana. Minnesota and North Dakota all considered bills 
for creating censorship boards at their last legislative session, and 
;he senate in the case on both Indiana and Minnesota killed bills 
the house had passed. 
In South Dakota, perhaps, the bitterest fight of all occurred. 
A bill providing for the creation of a commission consisting of 
iree members passed in the house. When it reached the senate 
an amendment w as tacked on making it compulsory that all films 
and all advertising m atter be submitted to at least two members 
of the commission, whose decision in all cases would be absolute 
and final. In this amendment the house refused to concur, on the 
ground that existence of a board so empowered w’ould take away 
from the people the right of referendum. The sedate refused to 
retract its amendment, with the result that the bill passed into 
limbo. 
I I 
In Oklahoma no attempt was made to create a board of cen­ 
sorship,' but a bill prohibiting the "exploitation of immoral and 
outlaw’ reputations” on the screen attained a majority in the sen­ 
ate during the last session. It failed in the house. There Is in 
ibis state however, an "informal” committee composed cf min­ 
isters, club women and civic workers which is usually consulted 
before a film is exhibited bearing with any weight on religious, 
racial or criminal issues. 
Similar to the Oklahoma measure was that in Wisconsin 
which aimed to give control of film exhibitions as coming def­ 
initely within the scope of the general act covering the dissemi­ 
nation of obscence, immoral or licentious pictures. Another bill 
however, introduced at the same session, attempted to establish 
the regulation censorship board, through a part of the function 
of the state industrial commission. 
The first bill passed the 
senate, but due to.the pressure of other legislation has not come 
up on the hohse calendar. 
A variant in such bills was that proposed in Nebraska creat­ 
ing a board of three members "not more than two of the same 
sex,” vrith salaries of $2400 annually, and providing drastic pen­ 
alties for exhibition of films not presented to this board for in­ 
spection. The board was to be a part of the department of public 
welfare. 
Somewhat similar was the proposal made in the Michigan 
assembly in the bill providing that censorial powers be vested 
in the state board of administration or such other agency as it 
may designate (the board however to reserve the right to act as 
court of appeal). 
The bill now before the Illinois house would create a state 
board of five, riot more than three of whom were members 
of the same political party, to be appointed by the governor, for’ 
four-veur terms. This bill would exempt from the supervision of 
the board such pictures as were sponsored by religious, fraternal 
of educational institutions. It would attempt to weed out all films 
of a "sacreligious. vulgar, indecent, obscene, immoral, unpatriotic 
or of such character that their exhibition would tend to corrupt 
morals or incite to crime." Another bill before the Illinois assem­ 
bly would compel the registration of all films with the state de­ 
partment of registration and education. 
Kansas furnishes an old phenomenon in movie legislation. 
There is an old law in Kansas, dating back to 18*>S, which forbids 
the Kansan to engage in ot|ier than ’‘necessary” work on Sun­ 
days. 
Now, although the state supreme court has ruled that 
movies come within the provisions of this law% in certain com- 
Imuntties no jury can be obtained to convict violators of this 
Istatute. Thus it is that Leavenworth and Atchison and certain 
other communities have movies week round wfhile most of the 
I smaller communities do not.

most immediate relief to the pres­ 
ent price depression in farm products, 
is the opinion of Dr. W. B. Bizzell, 
president of the A gricultural and Me­ 
chanical College of Texas, expressed 
in discussing the present m arketing 
situation. 
“We are rapidly 
approaching 
the 
time of m aturing crops, which will 
certainly add to the distress of the 
present farm situation unless imme­ 
diate steps are taken to secure a larg­ 
er m arket for our farm products. 
I 
believe there is a demand in excess 
of the supply of the crops that this 
nation will produce this year if the 
world m arkets as well as 
the 
local 
markets are made available to the 
American producer. 
Sale of Surplus Crops 
“The 
delay 
in 
consummating 
peace with the Central Powers and 
the 
undetermined 
indemnity 
that 
Germany will B* expected to pay 
have been im portant factors in the 
financial and trade situation of the 
world. But the immediate m atter now 
is the organization and financing of 
the sale of our surplus crops abroad. 
In view of the world demand there is 
no surplus of farm pioducts. 
Busi­ 
ness stagnation and financial distress 
of our agricultural producers have 
resulted from the destruction of the 
purchasing power of the farm er, due 
to restriction of m arkets and the dif­ 
ficulties and costs of transportation. 
“Every one knows that the nations 
of Europe are experiencing a short­ 
age of food, fuel, clothing and raw 
material. In contract with this situa­ 
tion, our country has a surplus of 
farm products, but financial distress 
and retardation are resulting because 
of inability to dispose of surplus pro­ 
ducts at a m argin above the cost of 
production. 
It occurs to me that it 
would be stupid short-sightedness on 
our part if we fail to find a way to 
relieve our own financial distress and, 
at the same time, contribute to the 
prosperity and restoration of Europe. 
Credit Is Necessary. 
“The plan proposed is to provide 
an agricultural foreign trade finan­ 
cing corporation to extend credit on 
the baste of sufficient time to for­ 
eign 
business 
organizations 
as 
a 
means of enabling them to purchase 
our products. 
It is proposed to pro­ 
vide the initial capital for this cor­ 
poration from the profits made by 
the United States Grain Corporation. 
It is proposed th at this money would 
bt* promptly repaid to the government 
by requiring all customers to buy 
stock in the corporation to the amount 
of IO per cent of their export sales. 
This seems to be a practical program. 
No money is to be taken from tax­ 
payers’ pockets. 
The money can be 
loaned by act of Congress from the 
profits so recently made by the United 
States Grain Corporation. 
The plan 
seems to have m erit and it should re­ 
ceive the consideration of Congress. 
It is sincerely hoped that Congress 
will not make the mistake that was 
made in connection with the em er­ 
gency tariff, viz., wait until those for 
whom the benefits are intended are 
unable to secure any actual benefit 
from it.”
